EGYPT IN-PARLIAMENT: 


COLLAPSE OF BUILDINGS. 


On the 27th alto, Mr. J.H. Robertson asked 
the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs 
whether he can yet give any information as to 
the number of buildings which have collapsed 
in Alexandria, Cairo and their environs, in the 
past 12 months, and the number of persons 
thereby killed and injured. 

Sir E. Grey. The report which has been 
called for on the subject has not yet been 
received. 


STUDENTS FOR BUROPE. 


Mr. John Robertson asked the Secretary of 
State tor Foreign Affairs if he can yet state 
the total amount-of provision made by the 
Egyptien Government for sending students to 
Europe, and what prospect there is of incréase 
in the number of qualified Egyptian teachers. 

Sir B. Grey. The budget of the Egyptian 
Ministry of Education for 1908 has not yet 
been considered by the Council of Ministers and 
will not be finally settled till October. It is 
therefore, impossible to say what the special 
credit alloted for the particular purpose will be. 

I may state, however, that the Egyptian 
Ministry of Education is making arrangements 
with a view to sending this autamn 19 Egyp- 
tian students, a namber not previously equall- 
ed, for training and further study in England, 
in addition to those who are already in this 
country undergoing special courses of instroc- 
tion. It is hoped that all these Egyptian 
students, on the completion of their training, 
will enter the service of the Egyptian Govern- 
ment as teachers. 

Mr. Rees asked whether it was right that 
the money of the Egyptian taxpayers should 
thus be expended in denationalising Egyptian 
students. 

Sir E. Grey, replied that the object of the 
expenditure was to qualify Egyptian students 
to give the higher forms of instractions to 
their own countrymen, and that the expendi- 
ture of this kind was as proper in Egypt as 
elsewhere. 

Mr. J. M. Robertson asked whether dena- 
tionalising was not rather set up by the process 
of filling the Egyptian Civil Service with 
Englishmen. (Cheers. ) 


EDUCATION IN BGYPT. 


Mr. J.M. Robertson asked the Secretary of 
State for Poreign Affairs whether he will obtain 
for the information of the House a classified 
list of professors who were employed by the 
ian Government in teaching the sciences 
in Arabic at the date of the British occupation. 

Mr. J.M. Robertson asked the Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs whether he will 
obtain for the information of the House a 
classified list of works, written in or translated 
into Arabic, upon scientific and technical 
subjects, and published in Arabic by the Na- 
tional Printing Press of Egypt, between the 
date of Mobamed Ali's accession, 1806, and 
that of the British occupation 1882.

In this case I do not think it would be reason- 
able to ask them to make enquiries dating 
back to 1806. I do not know whether the in- 


formation could be obtained, I do not suppose 
it could be obtained without much trouble, 
and when obtained, a list of persons aud books 
could not be a guide to the value of the in 
struction given by them. 

Mr. Robertsun asked whether the required 
books could not be easily obtained from the 
catalogue of the KhedivialLibrary ; and whether 
such a list would not be a much better 
basis for conclosions as to the possibility of 
teaching the sciences in Arabic than the guess 
work which had been hitherto presented to the 
Honse. 

Sir E. Grey replied that withoat a knowledge 
of Arabic the Honse would not be able to 
draw any conclusion from such a list of books.

THE UNVEILED EAST. 


Of the three books ander review, the “Speo- 
tator’” remarks that Miss Fisher's is merely 
the diary of an adventurous lady who travelled 


in the inland parts of? Japan, and has given i 


us a somewhat gushing impressionist account 
of what she saw, illustrated by some good 
photographs. Bat the other two are works 
with the most serious import, which well 
deserve the attention of all interested in fo- 
reign affairs. Sir Henry Colvile’s purpose is 
best stated in his own ‘words: “The union 
of Japan and England is indeed one made 
in Heaven.” He is a fervent admirer of the 
Japanese ; he has also a patriotic understand- 
ing of the merits of his countrymen; and 
he thinks that the allies are suited to meet 
each other's wants, The book is largely com- 
piled from other. works, for Sir Henry has 
been a most diligent student of the literature 
on the subject. He thinks, that we should 
have Japanese” Professors of Morality in our 
schools to teach our sons how to serve their 
country, and that we should learn from Japan 
how to spend our wealth to the best pur 
pose. Japan has great spiritual lessons 
to teach ur, he argues, while we in torn 
ean assist her with our worldly wisdom. He 
will listen to no criticisms on his idol, The 
artificial barriers set up between her and 
Britain are due to “the deliberate misrepre- 
sentations of rivals and the prejudice and 
ignorance of. missionaries.” “The Shanghai 
merchant,” he says, “who has exiled himself 
for years, buoyed up by the hope that by a 
certain period, whose length he has calcalated 
to a nicety,’ he will have made a fortune on 
which he can retire, may well be excused for 
the disappointment and rage with which he 
views the prospect of his toil being almost 
indefinitely prolonged by Japan’s commercial 
success.” There is no “yellow peril,” but there 
is a substantial “Teuton terror” ; it is Germany 
who is suffering mainly from Japan, and it is 
Germany who invents all the libels. Sir Henry 
Colvile’s book, in spite of much dubious 
scientific and philosophical speculation, is full 
of interest and value. He states one side of 
the case with enthusiasnf and force ; bat his 
argament is bound to leave the reader conscious 
that there must be another view of the question. 

Mr. McKenzie in his remarkable work 
provides that other view. We ¢all it “remark- 
able,” for, though the book is full of faults of 
manner, including an undue sentimentality, 
and of arrangement, including constant repeti-

to the reasonableness and fairness of 
McKenzie offer of his serious indictment? 
Japan, he says, is working along three lines, — 
territorial expansion, increased fighting-power, 
and an aggressive commercial campaign, We 
have no space to give the details of his evi- 
dence, and can only indicate the general argu- 
ment, As to the first, the great instances are 
Korea and Manchuria, If Mr, McKenzie be 


applied in vain to be recognised as a 
separate Power. Oritics might find in, all this 
parallel to the British ovoupation of Egypt; 
bot Mr. MoKenzie is ready with an answer. 
The Japanese régime in Korea is not only 


arbitrary, it is highly inefficient. Property is | i 
no safer, the wheels of government no | i 


smoother, than in the old days, The 
sight is to be seen in Manchuria, which 
Japan is flooding with her citizens, many 


of them of an undesirable class. As to the | i 


second line of policy, Mr. MacKenzie in- 
stances the enormous expenditare on the 
Japanese Army and Navy. In a few years 
the Army will be doubled, the figh' 
of the Navy more than doubled. But the 
third is the most striking. The Japanese 
Government yhas constituted itself into one 
vast Board of Trade. The first necessity of 
Japan is wealth, and she wishes to get it 
quickly. Mr. MacKenzie has a great deal 
to say about Japanese commercial morality, 
which he does not rate high. The - country 
is enormously taxed to provide funds for 
capital expenditure on new indastries. The 
State is busy creating monopolies, such as 
the tobacoo industry. It is subsidising new 
railways and shipping lines, and new industries 
like cotton-spinning. There are.no Factory 
Acta, so children from the age, of eight are 
found at the works. Wherever, as is shown 
in Manchuria, Japanese authority is supreme, 
the door is closed against foreign competition. 
There is a vast stream of emigration, but 
no Japanese is ever naturalised abroad, and 
they are always ready to return when their 
Sovereign calls them. It is in China where 
this commeréial policy is seen most clearly. 
China is a mine of untouched wealth, and 


Japan has resolved to have the exploitation | j 


of it solely in her own hands. 

But China is by no means of the same 
opinion, Mr. McKenzie’s most interesting 
chapters concern that new China which has 


been born within the last decade, He draws a 


full-length portrait of pongo ow the 
great Viceroy of Chi-li, to whom reform 


movement is mainly due. A new Army haa 
been created, the Departments have been 
p"rged of incompetent officials, and there is # 
desire everywhere, not only for China for the 
Chinese, bat for the frank acceptance of 
Western civilisation. China is awake to her 
danger. She sees that unless she sets her house 
in order she will pass under the control of 
Japan. She has no anti-foreign feeling, accord. 
ing to Mr. MeKenzie, but she is very strongly 
anti-Japange. The wise course for Britain, he 
says, is to aid China in her new development. 
She needs a friend among the Great Powers, 
and our interest demands that that friend 
should be Britain.
